ce-ived by the Selectmen within 
the 48 hour period covered in the 
General Laws. 

We can state, for the record, 
that Sgt. Minor acknowledged his 
violation in a letter directed to 
Chief Grady under date of April 
12, 1967 and advised “whatever 
disciplinary action is necessary 
I will stand without protest.” 

Under date of April 13. 1967, 
Sgt;. Minor addressed a letter to 
the Board of Selectmen and to the 
Chief of Police, requesting he be 
given his vacation beginning that 
date and that he be relieved of 
duty permanently as a police of¬ 
ficer for the Town of Agawam 
in order to pursue other personal 
interests. 

Oh April 14. 1967 Chief Grady 
personally and of his own volition 
contacted Sgt. Minor and asked 
him to reconsider and Sgt. Minor 
indicated he -would do so. A sec¬ 
ond letter was addressed to the 
Board and to the Chief on April 
15th, 1967 requesting reconsidera¬ 
tion of the April 13th letter of 
Resignation. 

At the Selectmens meeting on 
Monday. April 24, 1967. Chief 
Grady met with the Board of 
Selectmen, and submitted the 
notices of suspension . these were 
approved unanimously and signed 
by the Chairman for processing. 

In a discussion with Police 
Chief Grady today, he advised

FISHING A SHORELINE 

Bass and certain other game fish 
are frequently found along the 
shore. Here they seek shelter 
among rocks, logs and vegetation, 
preying on small fish and animal 
life that abound there. 

When fishing a shoreline, the Mer¬ 
cury outboard people suggest that 
you put the motor in reverse and 
proceed astern. You can go slower 
because the broad transom acts as 
a brake when proceeding in re¬ 
verse. The slow pace will enable 
you to carefully fish each log, rocky 
point, or weedbed. Proceeding in 
reverse offers better directional 
control also. 

To .the best of our knowledge, 
if -the Dodd-Celler bill were en¬ 
acted, fdrearms would become 
the first legitimate article of 
commerce that an individual 
could not buy outside the state 
where he lives.

Q. Is it proper to fly the flag 
during bad weather? 

A. In addition to the cases 
noted earlier, the Armed Forces 
have special storm flags for dis¬ 
play in inclement weather. 

Q. In advancing and retiring 
colors, how should the flag of the 
United States and other flags or 
banners be crossed at the front 
of the room? 

A. At no time should any flag 
or banner pass in front of the 
flag of the United States. “Front” 
meaning nearest or next to the 
audience. 

Q. Is it proper to display an¬ 
other flag or pennant above the 
flag of the United States? 

A-. No. 

Q. When should the flag be 
flown at half-mast? 

A. On Memorial Day (May 30) 
when it flies at half-mast from 
sunrise until noon, then it is 
raised to full staff until sunset. 
The determination as to when and 
for whom the flag is displayed at 


half-staff on State property is 
generally established by local cus¬ 
tom, but may be the subject of 
state law, local ordinance, or oth¬ 
er regulation. 

Q. How may worn-out or un¬ 
serviceable flags be destroyed? 

A. The flag should be destroyed 
in a dignified way, preferably by 
burning, and in private without 
ceremony. According to an ap¬ 
proved custom, the Union is first 
cut from the flag; and the two 
pieces, which no longer form a 
flag, are cremated. 

Q. May the flag be washed or 
dry-cleaned? 

A. Flags should be cleaned in 
the manner best suited for the 
material of the flag.
